fEMALE SHOPLIFTERS. 
Their Clever Ways of Working. 


“There is something about the profession 


of shoplifting that is very hard to understand. 
—— as a rule, are women; indeed, the 
business is almost excipsively their own. Per- 
haps itis that men are watched more closely 
than women, that itis not a profession for the 
stronger 8.1. 

“You should have the experience of 
shoplifter detective to anderstand just how 
cleverly some of these women work their 

e. So spoke a detective to a reporter. 

“Tell us something about shoplifting, 
won't you?” was the request of the 
writer. Did you ever see any bold strokes 
of work? 

Did I ever see any bold strokes of 
work? Well, I think I have. 

“Generally the shoplifter carries a bag 
with straps going around the waist, into 
which she can easily drop anything she can 
get hold of. 

‘*I saw as woman once drop some feathers 
in at the waist. I followed her from place 
to place till she had taken a good deal. 
Then I arrested her. 

** But whenve got her to the office nota 
bag did she have. That woman had fixed her 
dress so that the whole front of it from waist 
to bottom made a bag, and then piled in 
round her feet were the feathers and lots of 
other things.

* Yes, many of them are. Some of them 
are kieptomaniacs, taking little things at frst, 
and, if not detected, keeping it up till they 
have a regular passion for it. 

** Packpockete usually dress well, and many 
of them look rea! tony. 

Often we catch litle children just Jearn- 
ing the trade. Up in a estore last week 1 
caught a little girl taking a pocketbook. 
Three had been stolen within an hour, and 
thefts had been reported for several days. 
She said them was no one with her, but 1 
think there was. 

There are plenty of women pickpockets, 
but they are not like the men in their way of 
working. 

People don't suspect a woman very often, 
and they bave a way of working thatis very 
quiet and effective. 

“They are eapecially clever at opening 
hand-bags and taking out their contents. 

They work about depote and public places, 
and pecple don'teuepectthem. If they were 
to see a man fumbling around among bundles 
left on the seat ina waitingroom they would 
suspect something wrong. Asitis, a woman 
can beip herself and awaken no suepicion.”’

4 Rain follows two or three consecutive hoar 
osts. 

A shower of hail in the daytime is usually 
followed by frost at night. 

A tinted halo around the sun at setting 
occurs in long continued rainy weather. 

Red-tinged clouds, high up at evening, 
are followed by wind, occasionally by rain. 

If, on a fine day, the dust suddeniy 
rise in a rovolving, spiral column, rain is 
near. 

Rainbows are unreliable, except they occur 
in the morning, when rain may be ex- 
pected. 

A dazzling metallic lustre on foliage, dur- 
ing a cloudless day in Summer, precodes a 
change. 

Sun-dogs,and fragments of prismatic colors 
during the day show continued unsettied 
weather. 

No dew in the morning is mostly followed 
by rain, and a heavy dew in the evening bys 
fine day. 

A halo around the moon, especially if some 
distance from it, is a sure indication of down- 
fall at hand. 

If after rain drops of water still hang on the 
branches and twigs and to window frames, 
the rain will return, but if they fall and the 
wood-work dries, fine weather is at hand. 

Stones turn damp before wet; at the same 
time it must be observed that the fact of 
their doing so does not invariably indicate 
rain, for they will do so occasionally before 
heat.

If the sky bes dull gray, and the sun rises 
clear, gradually dispersing the vapors, it will 
be fing. If he retires behind the clouds, 
— there are reddish streaks about, it will 


Often a beautiful sunset will be followed by 
a bad day. Aftera rainy day, suddenly at 
sunset in the far West willappear a magni- 
ficent streak of crimson (not copper colored) 
—this generally foretells a fine day. 

Mists at evening over low-lying ground or 
near a river precede fine and warm days. If 
a mist in the morning clears off as the sun 
gets higher, it be fine, but if it 
‘settles down again after lifting a little, rain is 
at hand. 

The man who is out of doors at sunrise can 
form a pretty accurate opinion of what the 
dayistobe. If before sunrise the sky, 
especially in the West, is suffused with red, 
rain generally follows in the course of the 
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Virginia Street,

THE WHEELING FLOOD. 


Twenty-five Couple Believed to 
Have Lost Their Lives 
WHEELING, July 21.—A cloud- 
buret occurred near here last even- 
ing, causing immense damage. The 
waters rose with a rush. It is

lost their lives by drowning. The 
loss to property, so far as known, 
is about $160,000, 

At noon to-day a revised esti- 
mate of the lives lost by the flood

The money 
loss footed up $150,000. The great- 


est loss of life was along Wheeling 


creek and at Triadelphia. A search 
this morning resulted in the dis- 
covery of a number of bodies near 
the latter place.

made; and if the person or persons so no- 
tified fail, refuse or negiect to connect such 
premises with the sewer system, as herein 
provided, for a period of ten days after ser- 
vice of such notice, all vaults. sinks and | 
cesspools upon such premises shall be | 
deemed a public nuisance, and the Sheriff of ) 
Washoe county shall have authority, and it ) 
is hereby made his duty, upon written order | 
of the Commissioners, to summarily remove | 
the same,and in so doing may employ such 
help as he may deem necessary; and any ex- | 
pense incurred therein shall become a lien | 
upon the premises affected thereby.
